has about 1,800,000 inhabitants. It is 
indeed a small kingdom, but what it 
lacks in size it makes up in putt'ing on 
u grand show of royalty. 

The king and queen reside at Stutt- 
gart through,th8 winter, and they live 
in as much style and grandeur as did 
ever Louis XIV in the ^'uiltries at 
Paris. The palace, which is said to be 
Qiie of the finest in Germany, forms 
tliree sides of a square and is nearly 
as large. as tho Louvre in Paris, which 
it resembles ia architecture. It con- 
tains over 300 rooms, in addition to its 
vast halls and corridors. These rooms, 
of course, are all elegantly furnished, 
and are overflowing with wealth in tho 
sliapeof rare paintings, statuary, bronze 
and vast collections of costly bric-a-brac 
and objects of vertu. Within a stone's 
throw of the new palace, as it is called 
although built about 100 years ago, is 
the old castle or palace, an immense 
building with high, round towers at 
each of its four corners, and svidently 
constructed with tho intention of its 
being a place of refuge and a fortress 
for defense during the old German 
wars. 

It was built over 350 years ago by 
one of tho ancestors of the present king 
and was occupied by the royal family 
until the now palace was built. At 
present it serves as an appendix, with 
cook house, servants' quarters, lavatory, 
etc.;, for the royal palace. At the right 
of the palace and extending a distance 
of two miles to the village of Cannstatt 
is the king's park, an elegant stretch 
of woods, which ia tho king's private 
property, although open to the public. 
This park is beautifully embellished its 
whole length, and made as attractive as 
great wealth and taste can possibly 
make it, Its macadamized walks and 
drives are adorned with fine statuary, 
its fish ponds are full of beautiful and 
rare fish, and on the quiet waters of 
its artificial lakes all varieties of swan 
and water fowl are to be seen.

{i'Evdry- fact in connection witli the his- 
tory of the Pacific railway is against the 
Btusqos^ of the now application. In the 
nral place the building of the Eaipiiinalt 
and Nanaimo railway \v<\s, long since ceas- 
ed to be a portion of the lionafule bargiiin 
witli British Columbia. The building of 
that railway wiissololy dei)undonton solec- 
tioniof Bute Inlet as the lino of the Cana- 
da I^IMfio'raibiray. The abaudoiimont of 
the Bute Inlet terminus nocosaarily len- 

dt'rtjd tue uiiildiiiy uf Lhu litilwiiy ftuui 
Nanaimo io Esquimalt a needless work 
for natioiial purposes. Earlier than 1878, 
howorur, when Burrard Inlet was adopted 
in place of Bute Inlet, the action of the 
Senate had put an end to the power of the 
Government to build the railway accord- 
ing to the terms of the CAierAUvox award. 
In 187G the Senate threw out the 
Esipiimalt and Nanaimo llailwaj' bill. 
Mr. . ..Blakk'.s subsequent entry into 
the " Government was conditioned on 
the 'total abandonment of the road 
in question and from that time 
the project ceased to liavo any part in the 
practical politics of tlio Dominion. In 
the second place, the prDvince of British 
Columbia has no subsi.intial griovaiico to 
complain of as regards the Pacific railway 
wjlicjr, at least of thepi-esent govcrnmont. 
In the Bocond year or Sir Joun Macdon- 
ALn's administration 125 miles of road in 
Britisli Columbia were put under cohtract 
at an estimated cost at the lowest of about 
§7,000,000, and most favorable arrange- 
ments were made rL\;,'ardiug the Esqui- 
malt graying dock. The internal neuesi- 
tios of the province were carefully i)ro- 
vidod -for, the administration of justice 
was rendered more perfect, and the whole 
duty of the Dominion was faithfully 
done. 

Under the syndicate arrangement the 
government still retains the building of 
tlie British Columbia section of the wliolo 
lino in its own hands, so that the province 
has a guarantee that no company inter- 
ests are likely to interfere with the con- 
struction. Finally, it is alinnst needless 
to say that Groat Britain has steadily dis- 
couraged all those appeals from the au- 
thority' ahd the policy of the Dominion 
government. Lord C.irnauvo.v's consent 
to tlie arbitration in 1875 was no prece- 
dent to encoiUMge a new application. 
Lotd Carnarvon would never have ad- 
yised the building of the Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo railway had ho known that the 
Bute Inlet terminus was in time to bo 
abandoned. The present British govern- 
ment will be less ready than the last to 
receive applications which are a protest 
against the authority o{ the Dominion, 
and a violation of the Confederation com- 
pact. If the British Ccilumbia govern- 
ment pltiases to send Mr. DeGosmos home, 
iio will no dbu'bt go. But both ho and 
his principals must know that time and 
money will be spent to no useful purpose 
on the mission. For our own part, wo 
may say that wc boliuvo the Esquimalt 
and Nanaimo railway will, in duo time, 
bo built. Tho value of tho lands and 
minerals along tho route is such that pri- 
vate capital J will undertake the not very 
onerous task .as soon as circumstances 
point out the propriety of the un- 
dert.aking. But, meantime, it is not 
one of the works which call for public ex- 
pondiiure, iiud wo are quite certain that 
the Briti.^ii government will wisely and 
properly rccognizo that fact. ■

We cannot think of a single argu- 
ment which remains to be adduced in 
favor of tho granting of a municipal 
boniis for the estahlishniont of a woolen 
mill in tlii.s municipality. Tho advan- 
tages are so patent to every mind, and 
have been so frequently brought to 
public notice through the columns of 
the press, that conviction has usurped 
this place of doubt. Nearly every per- 
son is satisfied that tho permanence and 
prosperity of Victoria can be assured 
only through the encouragement of 
nuiuufacturing interests within its 
border.s. This city is now the commer- 
cial (jenbre of the province. The aim 
niipt bQ to make it tho mnnufactuing 
centre as well. It must stand in rela- 
tion to the rest of the province as the 
hub to a wheel. Already n nucleu."! 
is found in two boot and shoe factories, 
the iron and machine works, the stove, 
cayria^eM and wagon, sa.sli|i and door, 
soa^^toalch', glove iind other tactories, 
and a grist mill ; but there is 
room for more. We want to see 
woolen and pajjer mills, nail factories, 
rolling mills, brush, wood and willow- 
ware, and a score of other industries 
established and encouragedj^.; every 
possible way by the provincial and city 
governmefit8.->i'The;!;City ■ Council, as 
well as theri^tepa^ers,^ are IV urn this 
most'imp6rKnfc"'matterj' and "to' them 



may be safely left the task of ])Iacing 
the matter fairly before the citizens to- 
night. As a matter of course other 
municipalities will bid for the prize and 
tempting bonuses will be ofl'ered; but 
with an enormoQB civic revenue at her 
conimand, combined^with great natural 
advantages, it is not likely that Vic- 
toria will bo outbid provided the de- 
mands do not exceed the limits of rea- 
sonable concession.

Naas Rlvor. 

The steamer Grapplor is now enabled 
in cousequenco of tho judicious oxpendit- 
iiro <if $1000 by tho Canadian Governmont 
towards improving the navigation of Najis 
river to reach tho Naas river fishery, 14 
miles above the mouth. Eighty or ninety 
Lirgo snags wore removed from the chan- 
nel last fall, and fe.tha- opc-i.ilioiis are 
being now carried on. The channel 
is Deing marked out with spar 
buoys and mushroom anchors, and 
uU the stoamors running up the const will 
1)0 enabled in tho future to reach the fish- 
cries during tho suinmor months. Tho 
run of oolachaiiB was very good for a 
week; but tho largo quantity of float-ice 
in tho river caused a partial failure of tho 
fishery. The Indians lost ten or twelvo 
nets during tho season. The Nans river 
fishery will can salmon thLs year. Tho 
company hope to put up 8000 cases and 
to givo employment to ^largo number of 
the Mission Indians.

'J.'hey have lived separate, and 
she recently sued for divorce, present- 
ing a bill of offences which created 
much gossip and scandal in London. 
The ease did not come to trial. Pub- 
ic o[)inion was entirely on tiie Earl's 
id(\ 

Wlion C,>uccn Isabalhi visited Pre.si- 
dcnt Grevy the other day at the Ely .see, 
she was simply treated as a friend who 
had come to dine. Madame Grevy did 
not go to the eloor to meet her, and diil 
not "Majesty" her the whole evening. 
M. Grevy addressed ber usually as 
"-Matlamo," and atteiuled lior to her 
carriage as he would attend any lady 
guest. 

Mr. Herbert Gladstone's maiden 
speech tho otlier day was in nnawer to 
tho maiden s])eecli of Mr. Northcoto, 
sou of Sir Staflbrd NorLheote, leader of 
the Upposition. Report s]ieakM favour- 
ably of Mr. Northcote's speech, but 
there is universal concurrence-'among 
tho critics in awarding the palm of ora- 
tory to IMr. Gladstone. 

Miss Gladstone, the daughter of tlu^ 
Premier, has made herself almost a 
necessity in every ]mrt of the CoUego 
life at Nownham, Oxford. How she 
fills her place in the highest section of 
it is known to all; but a few months ago 
the gas in a lecture-room went out, and 
at ontfo ro.se tlie familiar cry, "Where's 
i\liss Gladstone ?" She was the one to 
set everything right. 

Tho Baroness Ashinead-Bartlett-Bur- 
(lett-CoutLs, like the fond and doting 
wife that she is, has nominally leased 
to her "hubby" for ninety. nine years 
the iminunso revenues of the entailed 
St. Albaii's estate, worth .£100,000 
per annum. Tho lease contains the 
proviso that Aslunead is not to re-mar- 
ry after his spouse's death. 

Princess Dolgourouki, widow of the 
late czar, left St Petersburg two hours 
after her husband's death with three 
children. The Vienna papers say that 
she no doulit availed herself of tho gen- 
eral confusion to quit the Winter Pal- 
ace unnoticed and traversed Russia un- 
der a false name. Her fear was lest 
she should bo [lut into a convent and 
.separated from her children. Her fu- 
ture is very sufficiently assured, there 
being over $30,000,000 to her credit 
in Borlin.^The Inst deposit of !5G,000,- 
000 was lodged in the banks only three 
weeks before tlui czar's terrible death.

Gustave Dore's motlicr died in Paris 
on the 15th ult., at the ago of 74. 

Lord DuUl-rin was the lirst amba.s3a- 
dor to arrive at thQ palace of the Czar 
in St. Petersburg after the fatal lexplo- 
aion on the l.'ith ult., reaching the Im- 
perial residence at the same moment as 
the doctors and priest.s. His Excellen- 
cy had soiiu! difficulty in obtaining ad- 
mission, but was eventually received 
by tho G rantl Dnke Vladimir, who told 
him tho stor of the assassination. 

Sir Rich. . Wallace has been obliged 
to evict tenants not upon his Irish pro- 
perty alone, but in Paris, the last vic- 
tim of landlord oppres.sion being tho 
Demoisidle Malvina, who grieved tliu 
respectability of the residents in the 
•Rue Lafitte b}' ndvertiaiug over tho 
door of her lodging in that street : — 
" Men's shirts made to uieasura" Ar- 
gument was resorted to in vain, and 
Sir Richard has been compelled to ask 
the Tribunal for an order of expulsion. 

The Earl of iietlaud is very persist- 
ent in his endeavours to enforce a ])ro- 
liibitory liquor law uiion his Grange- 
mouth estate. lie has thought to pre- 
vinit entirely the sale of liquor in the 
[lublic houses of the town, and appeals 
have been taken to the law court.s, 
which have been invariably decided 
against his Lordship. Recently for tha 
fourth time an action was decided in 
the Court of Se.ssion at Edinburgh, on 
this occasion the ICarl seeking to en 
force reservations in the eliaiters pro- 
hibiting the sale of liquor, but the court 
unanimously returned a verdict in 
favor of tho defendants,|who were four 
publicans of Oraugeniouth. 

An Austrian nobleman. Baron von 
fiauhenfels, has died in Londvillo, 
Colorado, whose life in America was 
full of bitter experiences. He v.-aii 
married, and had four children, all of 
whom, together with a son-in-law, wero 
murdered by the Gila-Apache Indians. 
A daughter was .so terribly maltreated 
by the savages that her mother became 
insane, and subsequently poisoned her- 
self, after trying to jjoison her husband. 
The Baron served in the Union army 
during the war, and took part in thir- 
teen engagements. It is suspected that 
his death is to be traced to his own 
hand. 

Tho young Earl of Caithness, who 
will sit in J-'arliameiit by virtue of his 
title of Baron Barrowgill, will be the 
youngest peer in the House of Lords. 
His pos.sessions include six continuous 
miles of sea coast in Scotland, and John 
o' Groat's house, the extreme northerly 
point of Scotland, The shire of Caith- 
ness, in which Barrowgill vastle stands, 
is the n^ost northerly country in Scot- 
land, and a wrotclied place agricultur- 
ally. C)f Llid GIG square miles it con- 
tains 117 are uncultivated and 300 
unprofitable, and about 100 only yield 
any harvests, and those poor ones. But 
besides Barrowgill, the Earl has a seat 
called Tister house, in this bleak and 
barren country. He also owns Stugen- 
hoe Park, in Welvvyn, not far from 
Hertford, England.

Tho total number of persons known 
to have perished in the Tay bridge dis- 
aster is 69, consisting, of '|l7«»ualcs, and 
12 females. Of that number the bodies 
of 4G wero recovered, consisting of 12 
male.s and 4 females; while 13, consist- 
ing of 5 males and 8 females have not 
been recovered. 

Blackniount forest, the most e.xtou- 
sive forest in Scotland, includihg Over 
80.000 acres, is in the market to let 
for tho coming season. It is to be let at 
.£4000 for the season. Lord Middle- 
ton's forest of Ajiplocrojis, in AVest 
Ross-shiro, is also to let; it extends 
over 60,000 acres, tho rent being about 
.£3,600. 

From North Zoll, in Shetland, comes 
this curious lament : No marriage has 
bean celebrated during tho past eleven 
months and for the year births are un- 
der the average.

Two other 
constables promptly swore that she was 
a Mrs. McGuiro, who had been guilty 
of a breach of the peace. The poor wo- 
man was convicted and fined 10a. or 
five tlays imprisonment, wdien it was 
discovered that she was the wrong 
party. She was discharged and tho real 
Mrs. McGuiro was brought up. The 
two constables swore against her and 
the judge jiassed the same sentence. It 
is not even stated that there is tho 
slightest resemblance between the two 
women. 

'7;''oi?ht3 and Measures. 

[Sliareholdcr.] 
One of the best laws ever passed in 
tho Canadian parliament is that on 
weights and measures. Especially with 
regards to weights have the people of 
this country suffered in a degree pass- 
ing belief There was not a scale five 
years ago anywhere within a hundred 
miles of this city but had been tamper- 
ed with in some shape or other. Talk 
of conscience ! Where has it existed 
with tho shopkeeper, either round or 
square too, until this new law? As 
examples of the value of honest scales 
we may mention that since we discuss- 
ed this question lasta gentleman bought 
some scales for family puri)oses, duly 
stamped under the new law; the result 
was (although the Act had jiassed) ho 
found a quarter of lamb two pounds 
short weight; and a five pound 
package of tea 6 oz. short. An- 
other found by his scales that, after 
purchasing a -. nail keg of butter, tho 
tub and all had been charged. What 
better inducement than the discovery 
of these things can there be to pur- 
chase a detector like this. To a family 
such a thing is invaluable. To handle 
the coal bloodhound is a more difliculb 
task and well he knows it. We have 
it on the authority of a gentlen:an who 
reads this paper that some of the coal 
dealers are very voracious animals. 
For instance he related to us A case 
where an order had been given to one 
of our most notorious scoundrels in this 
trade for one hundred tons of coal. He 
supplied fifty tons to the gentleman's 
house in the country and got paid for 
one hundfed. And yet we find the 
movement for righteous weights thwart- 
ed on every hand by interested parties; 
but the day must come when not only 
small scales but big scales must be un- 
der tho snpervision of honest men, that 
the rich and poor alike shall get their 
full value. 

People who eat fish under the im- 
pression that they are feeding their 
brains are, according to Prof. Atwator, 
throwing away good appetites; for, 
says tho professor, lato investigations 
prove that tho llesh of lish is no richer 
in phosphorus, and therefore no more 
valuable aa brain food than tho flesh 
of other animals. This observation 
would seriously impair the popularity 
of the finny tribe wero it not followed 
by tho statement that fish have as a 
rule higher nutritive qualities than 
medium beef. Bating the nutritive 
qualities of ordinary beef at 100, the 
professor rates smoked herring at 1G2, 
salt mackerel at 111, Halrnon at 108, 
canned salmon at 107, whitefish at lOTi, 
salt cod and halibut at 100. The fish 
has evidently been both over and under- 
estimated.

I'liu Uoremniont liavo rotod a sum of 
money for the erection of the nocea.sary luiil. lings; hut before tho works could bo 
ciimmonci'd tho Ooverninont roiiiiirod the land to bo copvoyod to tho Crown, which 
ha.s been done. Tlio coming spring will, it i.-i hoped, see tliin most necessary adjunct 
to till! iiistitiitiona of tho I'rovinoo comjilotod. 

The Director.s regret that tho liuiiso of .\.M.soml)ly liavo paa.ied a resolution com- 
ulotoly reversing tlio policy under wiiich tho Hos]Mtal ha.s been for so many years 
not unsuccessfully manngcd; hitherto tho Qovornment have been content with hav- 
ing tsvo Directors on tho Buurd, and a« a rule thasu Oovernmont Directors Iiiwy been 
active and useful members, and have fully iinswcrod the purponca for which they wore 
jitaced on tho Botird. 

TIio other Dii'eetors tire the noniineoH nf the SiibsfriborH. The jirnpoacd change 
ivill be detrimental to tho interests of thosi' f'ir mIkmii a ho.spital is Kupportud. The 
attention necessary to details takes up a i;ri!iit deal of time, and to snppo.se that work 
which is now performed eflioiently by eiglit gentlemen will bo equally as well per- 
formed by four is supposing too mticli, iintl tliu inevitable result will bo a reciirronco 
to the worst evils of the past. The inlercit which the public now talco in tho insti- 
ttitioii will, it is feared, greatly les-son, an 1 tho fictive and friendly a.ssistanco given by 
many will hardly be extended to a purely tuivernment instituliim. 

Tho Directors have again to express tlieir thanks to Messrs. Diinsmuir and the 
Vancouver Gotil Comptiny for donations of coal and to vtirious charitable .societies and 
individuals who havu generously contributed to tlio support of tho institution. 

The ailairs of tho llospital have been economically maniigod, as will bo seen by 
the amount of sudurings relieved and the Treasurer's account of the expenditure. 

In closing this report tho Directors regret tlmt tho chango introduced by tho 
Government will prevent them again olTering liieii .iei w<,e.-i, limj fruui tho appliciticiu 
which have boon received for a return of subscriptions and th^ opinions expressed of 
the change, they fear that the closing of one of the most u.soful institutions of the 
Province will ultimately bo tho I'estilt. 

There yet remains to bo oonsidorod the (piestiort' of thf ownership of tho pro- 
Iierty and the terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far tho jire- 
sent changes will nllbct it. On this subject tho Directors ore not yet in a position to 
give an ojiinion.
